It is a matter of constant sur- 
prise to me the wide variety of 
yarns that are invented about this 
editor. I go on my own way,

When we are 
surprised by the misrepresenta- 
tions spread by preachers, we 
, Should remember how the Phari- 
sees and Scribes misunderstood 
and perverted what Jesus said 
when He foretold the resurrection 
of the temple, His body, in three 
days, and in other cases. 


I have just called to mind a re- 
markable series of untrue state- 
ments made about me. All of them 
were made by Baptist preachers.

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ers in supporting Modernism by 
means of the denominational mis- 
sionary budgets. 

5. “Doesn't the Bible say, ‘Let 
both (the wheat and the tares) 
grow together until the harvest?’ ”’ 
(Matt. 13:30). Yes, but read on! 
Note carefully that the Lord Jesus 
says, “The field is the world,” 
(Matt. 13:38), not the church! It 
is impossible to stamp out infidel- 
ity in the world, and Christ does 
not ask us to attempt it, but we 
can, and He does ask us, if we are 
His, to give it no fellowship and 
support. “Shouldest thou help the 
ungodly?” (II Chron. 19:2). Are 
you guilty of this?

Sam. 15:22, 23). God is looking 
for soldiers today who will obey 
His Word when there seems to be 
a thousand “good” reasons for dis- 
obeying. There is no substitute 
for obedience. 


7. “The time is not ripe for tak- 
ing such a step.” In this age, of 
which Satan is the “god” (II Cor. 
4:4), it never seems to be the 
time to obey God. The unsaved 
think it is not time to accept 
Christ, and the saved think, too 
many times, that it is not time to 
obey Christ. But the time to obey 
God is the minute you know what 
the will of the Lord is.

Bible baptism, opposing sprinkling. 
You may have referred to Brother 
W. E. Hawkins, since Brother 
Hawkins does not claim to be a 
Baptist, but if you did, you were 
certainiy badly mistaken. Brother 
W. E. Hawkins, avout eight years 
ago, left the Methoaist ministry 
and left it from conviction. He is 
not now a Methodist, either in 
name, practice, or doctrine, but a 
New ‘lestament Christian. I re- 
member a discussion I had with 
him some years ago, when he toid 
me how he believed in baptism by 
immersion and had just returned 
from seeing some of his converts 
baptized in the Trinity River in 
Fort Worth. Brother Hawkins is 
not a pastor and does not have 
occasion to baptize as he would if 
he were a pastor, but he believes 
in Bible baptism, not in sprinkling, 
and he does not teach sprinkling, 
either in my Bible School or any- 
where else. For you to accuse me 
of urging “foias to come to a Bible 
School and let the Baptist house- 
hold or any other be taught sprink- 
ling for baptism” is inexcusable for 
it is utterly false and untrue to 
the facts. No one can honestly 
accuse me of urging people to do 
anything of the kind, unless they 
had simply listened to untrue gos- 
sip. I assure you that my position 
on baptism has been made cleai 
for years, that no sprinkler or be- 
liever in sprinkung has taught on 


my Bible School faculty. My 
church does not even receive im- 
mersion by a preacher who believes 
and practices sprinkling. Your 
charge is unjust and unkind. I 
am sure your sober judgment will 
indicate that you ought to cor- 
rect this wrong. You said “sprink- 
lers,” plural. Who could you have 
possibly meant? 

“When a man honestly differs 
with me on what he thinks is a 
matter of importance; I freely 
grant him the right to say so. But 
honest, good man that you are, you 
would not be willing to let a mis- 
representation stand, however in- 
nocently you published it in the 
first place. I am sure you thought 
it was true, or you would not have 
published it, but it is not true. 


I should add also that the Bible 
School was not interdenomination- 
al. Jnterdenominational implies in- 
tercourse between two or more de- 
nominations. My Bible School had 
none of that. On the other hand, 
it was undenominational and was 
not run by even the Baptist de- 
nomination. It was wholly an af- 


.| fair of one Baptist church. All the 


speakers were Baptists but one, 
and he, Brother Hawkins, is not 
a member of any denomination, 
so there is no possine way you 
could involve more than one de- 
nomination in the Bible School. 
That is another mistake, due, I 
am sure, to a misunderstanding of 
the facts. 

As for your charge about “uni- 
versal church theorists’ I do not 
know what you mean by the term, 
but suppose that charge, like the 
others, was based on hearsay, so 
I will not discuss it now. 

“T hope you will write me frank- 
ly and honestly, and will correct, 
in an early issue of the American 
Baptist, the false impression which 
you left concerning me and my 
Bible School...

Dr. Rector Says That John Rice 
“Thus Makes Valid Pseudo-Baptist 


Bodies and Baptist By Affusion” 


In a recent issue of Dr. W. Lee 
Rector’s paper, The Orthodox Bap- 
tist, this editor was charged with 
counting sprinkling or pouring (af- 
fusion) as valid baptism. Again, 
my letter to Dr. Rector is printed 
to show what the charges were 
and how far they were from the 
truth. Dr. Rector is a Christian 
gentleman and will doubtless cor- 
rect his mistakes. Here is part of 
the letter I wrote Dr. Rector. 

“November 19, 1935 
“Dr. W. Lee Rector 
Ardmore, Oklahoma 
“Dear Dr. Rector: 

“T have just read the new issue 
of The Orthodox Baptist, dated 
Thursday, November 14, 1935. I 
was interested in it, as I always 
am interested in whatever comes 
from your pen. I am glad you had

a pleasant fellowship October 29th 
to November 7th. I had hoped 
to visit for an hour or two with 
you brethren, but was so 
needed at home that I did not take 
time as I came through on the 
way from Oklahoma City. 


“In your article on “Straining 
At a Gnat and Swallowing a 
Camel,” there are two mistakes in 
stating my position which I am 
sure were made inadvertently. 
First, you say: “At Fort Worth 
in the Southwest Premillennial Bi- 
ble School, Brother Rice taught 
that the Lord Jesus Christ did not 
found His local Church during His 
personal ministry.” I did not say, 
and I do not believe what that 
sentence charges me with. I do 
believe that Jesus called out or 
called together a local New Tes- 
tament church during His earthly 
ministry. What I taught was that 
that local congregation which was 
already called out, was not the 
church to which Jesus referred in 
Matthew 16:18 against which the 
gates of Hell cannct prevail, not 
the church of Hebrews 12:22,23. 
Furthermore, the term “His local 
Church,” would imply that He had 
only one. I believe that Jesus had 
many local churches on the earth 
in New Testament times, and when 
I refer to them, I use the plural 
form, “churches,” as the Scripture 
does. 

“In the next paragraph, you 
say: “At the same school, Brother 
Rice taught that a local church 
was established upon the day of 
Pentecost following Christ’s resur- 
rection.” Again you have inad- 
ventently misquoted me. I do not 
now believe, never did believe, and 
never taught that a church was 
established at Pentecost. I have 
an impression that somebody at 
one of the Bible Schools did give 
such a teaching, but it was not L 
I eould well understand how in 
such a matter, memory might play 
one false. But if you will inquire 
among others who were present 
when I have taught on such mat- 
ters, I am sure they will not recall 
the teaching which you ascribed 
to me. I appreciate the kindly 
words which accompanied your 
article, and believe you -will be 
ready to correct the part of it 
which is in error. You will agree, 
I am sure, that I have been open 
and frank always in stating my 
position, and I have no reason now 
to change my course or to deceive 
anyone in the matter. I credit you 
with the same frankness, though 
I do not agree with your position. 

“In the paragraph beginning at 
the bottom of the first column of 
the article referred to, you say 
about me, “Thus he by clear im- 
plication, assumes Scriptural] 
grounds for the existance of other 
professed Church organizations and 
other professed Church baptisms, 
and thus makes valid Pseudo-Bap- 
tist bodies and baptism by affu- 
sion.” Nothing. I have ever said 
or written assumes that baptism 
by affusion is valid. It is you 
yourself there who swallowed a 
camel, as you will certainly see 
when you analyze that sentence 
again. Your zeal is commendable, 
and in general I believe you want 
to be fair. But after all I have 
preached and written about bap-

tism, any line of argument tha 
would accuse me of calling affu- 
sion valid baptism has certainly 
I dare 
say you would not attempt to 
prove that statement and I hope 
you will withdraw it, as one made 
too hastily and not quite true to 
the facts. Your difficulty is that 
you assume baptism is valid if it 
is approved by a church, while 
my position is that baptism is valid 
if it is approved by Christ in His 
Word, and I have never intimated 
that sprinkling is Bible baptism 
nor valid baptism.

Brother L. S. Ballard of Ennis, 
Texas, once Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Baptist Missionary As- 


sociation of Texas, now pastor of 
the First Baptist Church in Ennis, 
Texas, wrote to a mutual friend, 
who sent me the letter, that “John 
Rice has now taken a straight out 
Pedo-Baptist position on baptism.” 
I wrote and asked him if he knew 
what the term Pedo-Baptist meant, 
(in case the reader doesn’t know, 
it means baby-baptizer). He re- 
plied that he dia not wish to dis- 
cuss the matter. He did not offer 
any evidence to support his charge, 
that I now take the position of a 
baby-baptizer on baptism! Natural- 
ly he did not want to discuss the 
subject any further.

I was once very in- 
dignant when men made such false 
and unreasonable charges. Now I 
do not take them so seriously. Any 
man in public life must expect to 
be discuased.

These men 
have simply been guilty of the 
common mistake of repeating what 
they heard, or the other mistake 
of talking first and thinking after- 
wards, or speaking in the heat 
of. feeling, without weighing care- 
fully what they said. I do not 
wish to do them harm. I hope 
they will be more careful to tell 
exactly the truth hereafter in 
talking about God’s preachers.
